The main estate house, designed by Edgar I. Williams (1884-1974) in 1929, 

is an imposing Neo-Tudor residence that incorporates decorative brick work, 
stucco and half-timbering, terra-cotta chimneys, and heavily carved wooden 
elements in its exterior composition. Basically rectangular in shape, 

the steeply-pitched roof is broken on the south facade by four symmetrically 
arranged facade gables and on the north by a projecting stair tower and 
service wing. Stone surrounds at the casement windows, tall terra-cotta 
chim ys of individualistic design (hence the name), and overhanging barge 
boards all contribute to the picturesque .ffect of the design.

Sited at the west end of Tudor Lane at the service entrance to the former estate, 
the superintendent's cottage is a two-story brick and half-timbered building 
that is now in separate ownership. The building is rectangular in shape with a 
small wing, covered with a straight-pitched roof boasting two decorative brick 
chimneys, and features a centered front door protected by a projecting, half- 
timbered stoop. Diamoned-paned casement windows, molded window cornices, over- 
hanging barge boards and decorative downspouts all contribute to the picturesque

In separate ownership like the estate buildings to the west on Tudor Lane, 
the large Neo-Tudor guest house is two full stories in height and exhibits 
detailing such as half-timering, brick and terra cotta chimneys, and casement 
windows. It is located at the east end of Tudor Lane; it is the largest of 
the outbuildings and the property also includes several secondary features 
such as estate-« -era outbuildings and substantial period plantings.

Standing on the Community Synagogue property and surviving from the c.1929 
estate era are three contributing features: gate house, small garage and walled 
garden. Now fallen into disuse and threatened by disintegration due to pene- 
tration by the elements, these three estate features utilize the brick and/or 
decorative wood and half-timber detailing associated with the New-Tudor style 
of the main house.

#4. SIGNIFICANCE 


The architectural and historical significance of The Chimneys, the former 

Mrs. Christian R. Holmes estate, is considerable and noteworthy even for an 
area that was characterized by many large country estates at the turn-of-the- 
century. Constructed in 1929 to the designs of Edgar I. Williams, the estate 
house and its complimentary service structures employed the Neo-Tudor style 

in an attempt at recreating the ambience of an English Tudor country property. 
The estate derived its name from the many elaborate terra-cotta chimneys that 
rise prominently above the steeply pitched roof. Historically, the importance 
of the estate is due primarily to its original owner, Mrs. Christian R. Holmes, 
whose brother was Max Fleischmann, another local estate owner. The Chimneys 
was occupied by Mrs. Holmes until her death in 1941, after which time it served 
as a naval officer's club for the U.S. Naval Training Devices Center until its 
acquisition by the Community Synagogue in 1954. 


Mrs. Holmes' husband, Christian R. Holmes, was born in Denmark in 1857; a 
physician by training, he served as Dean of The Medical School of The University 
of Cincinnati and married Bettie Fleischmann in 1892. Bettie's father, Charles 
Fleischmann (1834-1897), was a wealthy American businessman who, together with 
his brother Henry, developed a bakery business which had grown into the noted 
Fleischmann yeast and margerine empire. Bettie's brother, Max Fleischmann, 
established a country estate known as "The Lindens" in Sands Point in 1910; 

his architect, Augustus N. Allen, is known locally for his work at Castlegould 
(SP8). Thus, the arrival of Mrs. Christian R. Holmes to Sands Point in the 
late 1920's may be attributed to the presence of a family network which was 
undoubtedly supportive to her after the death of her husband in the early 1920s. 
This pattern of interconnected social, family and business ties is in fact a 
characteristic ^ of the closely knit world of estate owners in turn-of-the- 
century Sands Point. 


Architecturally, the Neo-Tudor Holmes estate exhibited the scale, style, and 
detailing associated with the most opulent residential projects of the Estate 
Era. The main house was built of decorative bricks incorporating casement windows, 
tall and variegated chimneys that rise above the roofline, and imposing facade 
gables on the attic level. While the basic massing of the house is rectangular, 
its internal organization is broken into four separate zones reflecting the 

basic subdivisions of the front fenestration, with a service wing receeding to 
the back and attached to the west side. The architect for the project, Edgar I. 
Williams (1884-1974), was a graduate of MIT (1908) and the American Academy in 
Rome (1909-1912), and an accomplished practitioner with experience in residential 
work derived in part from an association with noted architect Guy Lowell. His 
selection of the Neo-Tudor mode satisfied not only the aspirations of his client, 
but related topographically to a site which lent itself to the creation of 

garden terraces, rolling lawns, and the planting of specimen trees such as 
Lebannon cedars and English hollies in a "picturesque" manner. The Neo-Tudor 
style was utilized frequently in estate architecture on Long Island in general; 
in Sands Point nearby "Castlegould" is perhaps the most important of the local 
expression of the style (SP8).

The architect, who established an independent practice in 1928, lived until 
1974 and therefore outlived many of his contemporaries. He was elected to the 
National Academy of Design in 1955, one year after the sale of The Chimneys 

to the Sands Point Community Synagogue, who continue to occupy the property 

on reduced acreage. Despite construction of a substantial wing in the modern 
period (Katz Waisman Weber, architects), the house itself is intact, preserving 
not only a wealth of original detailing but also a large, landscaped setting 

on which two intact outbuildings (small gate house and garage), walled garden 
and terraces survive.

THE CHIMNEYS/MRS. C. R. HOLMES ESTATE 


#3. DESCRIPTION 


The Chimneys, formerly the Mrs. Christian R. Holmes estate, is today subdivided 
into four non-contiguous parcels representing the extent of surviving features 
from this significant c.1929 Sands Point estate. By far the largest component 
is the main house itself, preserved on 11 acres of land, and adaptively used 
since 1954 as the Community Synagogue. Imposing in size and preserving much of 
its Neo-Tudor detail despite a modern-period addition attached to the west side, 
the house (SP60.1) is a large brick residence complimented by two secondary 
estate structures (small gate house and garage) as well as such built features 
as a walled garden, terrace and pool. In separate ownership are three other 
estate buildings as well, the superintendent's house (SP60.2), garage (SP60.3) 
and guest house (SP60.4), each of which also employs the Neo-Tudor mode. 

These secondary features are sited along Tudor Lane, evidently a former estate 
lane, which has been subdivided into separate house lots of relatively small 
size. The remaining estate acreage, once amounting to nearly 45 acres straddling 
Cow Neck Road, was later partitioned and developed with houses that 
post-date the locality's pre-1940 period of architectural significance.
